Homesteaders Use Cameras to Make 


Sure of Their Rights. 


Determined that no dispute shall 


arise between themselves and the spe- 
cial agents of the government when 
the time comes for them to prove up, a 
number of homesteaders in the St 
Lp.uis valley country have adopted the 
aiyvjel experiment of photographing 
their claims, says the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. To show what they tell of their 
homesteads is true the photographs 
will be on hand when the bearing on 
the final proof is held. 


The photographs are taken from dif- 


ferent views and will give a clear idea 
of the amount of land which has been 
cleared and placed under cultivation, 
and if there is any dispute the home- 
steaders will be able to present strong 
evidence to support their contentions. 
The photographs being made now will 
show the growing crops, and other 
photographs -•will-be taken from time 
to time to show other improvements 
which are being made upon the claims. 


Gust Eklund and Frank E. Anderson, 


two homesteaders, have set the exam- 
ple in having these photographs taken, 
and now every claim holder in the St 
Louis valley country has provided him- 
self or herself with a camera and is 
engaged in taking snapshots showing 
the buildings and other improvements 
upon their claims.

The telegraph operators' strike is be- 


ingpp'ppdKeted'Sn "a- manner entirely 
new'"and original, says the New York 
Tribune. Music and dancing ar6 not 
usually the means adopted of keeping 
up enthusiasm and loyalty to the 
cause, yet the telegraphers hOjVe found 
that the plan works admirably.

Fire Discovered Only After It Had

Newark was visited by one of the 


most 
destructive fires Wednesday 


morning that has occurred in New- 
ark for some time, when the large 
feed and sale stable of Stage Broth- 
ers, Lcnng K. Stage and Walter II 
Stage, located neat- 
the corner of 


Poplar 
avenue ana Sixth street, 


ioimerly 
owned by Wm. Gutridge, 


burned. 
The fire was 
discovered 


shortly before four o'clock by 
Earl 


Foid, the 14 year old son of Mrs. E. 
A. Ford, who lives 
near by. The 


boy's attention was attracted to the 
building; by a bright 
lignt shining 


in Irs window, and glancing out saw 
ihac thr> entire upper portion of the 
building; was burning. He immediate- 
ly turned in the alarm and notified 
W.liter H. 'Siage, one ot the members 
of the firm, who lives at C2 Poplar 
avenue. 
Mr. Stage ran to the barn, 


in his bare feet, 
Dareheaded 
anu 


nothing on his person but a pair of 
trouseis. His first cry was "Save the 
horses." Rushing to the stable door 
he threw it open and plunged inside, 
only to be driven back by the smoke 
and flames. Twice be essayed to en- 
ter the fiery furnace, but was each 
time driven back, and two animals 
perished in the flames. In pulling 
open the stable door Mr. Stage had 
the flesh on one of his hands badly 
torn.

"When the fire and po- 
ice departments arrived, they too,

works, the officials alleging that their 
services were not needed. 


Numberless, times after a railroad 


disaster the newspaper man succeeds 
in getting the particulars from some
